DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 11/15/2010 
has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,2,5,6,8 and 11-13 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. The Japanese Office Action dated January 8, 2009 for counterpart Japanese 
Application 2004-016646 with English translation, submitted with the IDS filed 

1 1/15/2010, cites Tanaka et al. [JP 2001-345262 A] and Mizouchi et al. [JP 2003- 
282423 A] in the reason for refusal. 

Tanaka teaches an apparatus in Fig. 14 with a plurality of components (lenses of 
chambers 6 and 4) that are operated in a vacuum, a plurality of inner chambers (6 and 
4) that respectively accommodate the plurality of components, bellows (1 167) that 
connect the respective inner chambers, an outer chamber (101) that accommodates the 
plurality of inner chambers as a whole, and a plurality of exhaust mechanisms (1 03A-C) 
installed in the inner chambers and the outer chamber respectively. However, Tanaka 
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fails to disclose "wherein each of the exhaust mechanisms installed in the inner 
chambers includes a vibration-free type vacuum pump and a vibrating type vacuum 
pump connected in parallel," as required by claims 1 and 8. 

Mizouchi teaches an apparatus having a plurality of inner chambers (1 and 3, see 
Fig. 1) that respectively accommodate the plurality of components, bellows (30A and 
40A) that connect the inner chambers and outer chambers, an outer chamber (2) that 
accommodates the plurality of inner chambers as a whole, and a plurality of exhaust 
mechanisms (vacuum attached to room 30, see[001 1], pumps 40, 50 and 60 and 80, 
shown in Figs. 1 and 3 ) installed in the inner chambers and the outer chamber 
respectively, Mizouchi also teaches that the pumps can been a low vibration ion pump 
(see [0047]). However, Mizouchi fails to disclose "wherein each of the exhaust 
mechanisms installed in the inner chambers includes a vibration-free type vacuum 
pump and a vibrating type vacuum pump connected in parallel," as required by claims 1 
and 8. 

5. Additionally, as indicated in the previous Notice of Allowance mailed 8/24/2010, 
Kienal et al. [US 3,226,467] and Lee [US 5,002,464] both teach apparatus with inner 
and outer vacuum chambers. Tanaka et al. [US 5,267,292], Tichenor et al. [US 
6,031 ,598], Haney et al. [US 6,333,775] and Matsuo et al. [US 2003/001 6780] all teach 
providing a vacuum to multiple chambers in a lithographic apparatus. Tanaka et al. 
[WO 01/22480] teaches proving bellows between the respective inner chambers of a 
lithographic apparatus. However, none of the previously cited art teaches the specifics 
as required by independent claims 1 and 8, namely "wherein each of the exhaust 
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mechanisms installed in the inner chambers includes a vibration-free type vacuum 
pump and a vibrating type vacuum pump connected in parallel."
